water covering it. The three families 
camping there, which consisted of 
two people from New York state 
five from New Jersey and eight 
from Montreal, Canada, were sleep- 
ing and unaware of the immediate 
danger, although they had been 
warned the night before that flood. 
ing was a. possibility, Because of 
the depth of the water, they were 
unable to wade to safety, so were 
tescund by use. of ropes, haying ty 
abandon two autos, ane panel truce 
and all their camping gear; They are 
being housed at the home of Mr. and 
Mre. Ronald White and. with his par- 
ents, Mr, and Mrs, Chesley White, 
along with two other persons who ar- 
rived in Andover on Wednesday and 
were unable to leave town, 

Flooding also occurred at North 
Andover at Abbott Brook where the 
road was washed out badly at both 
ends of the bridge. Selectman Har: 
old Falkenham, who lives close by, 
slated he was awakened at approxi. 
mately 7:30 by the sound of large 
rocks being washed down and onto 
the planks of the bridge. Hts prop- 
erty, including several bee hives, 
received some damage. 

At Andover Falls, the road to the 
Comsat station was impassable, as 
was the road leading to Enst Andaoy- 
er. Anflover Wood Prndiiets was idle 
for the day as workers were tnable 
to get to the mill, Also the Lake Road 
lo Middle Dam was closed due to 
high water, 

Tn the area at ast Andover near
